A recent column item I take it you prepared 3 aid that IIJ lawyers didn't know

not at all reluctant to say without equivocation that after decide 3 of intensive 
experience with countless DJ anil FBI lawyers tliey without exception know exactly 
what they are talking about, fully appreciate its significance and are nonetheless 
undeterred in what they do.

Right now, without even pro fonaa denial, I have then charged in court with 
fraud, perjury and misrepresentation to procure a crooked Judgement against me in 
an FQIA case filed seven years ago and still in court - under a ten-day law* 

If in the end they prevail they will have gutted FOIA and written new law 
relating to "discovery" in civil cases, two evil precedents* 

They did this v/ith me earlier when they effectively gutted FOIA in a case I 
filed in 1970. Based on that earlier and not accidental corruption Congress amended 
the investigatory files exemption of FOIA to open FBI, Cl A and other such files. I 
suppose tliey hate me even more for this, never thinking that they brought it on 
themselves* Knowing full well what happened in the >ast they are pulling the same 
dirty tricks now with tho identical objective, frustrating the law they don't like* 

Tlio no re tliey believe a judge is in their pocket the less inhibited tliey are 
and I've never been before a judge wlio didn't in v^irying degreoss accept all of this 
serious official misconduct* I've seen to it in all crises tlrnt the issues wore clear 
and in all cases myself subject to perjury if I were wrong. In thi 3 current case I've 
even dared them to charge me with perjury, to bring tlie matter to n trial* If you 
question any oi* thi.; tho records can be made available to you in Washington* I am now 
pro se because they created a conflict of interest with my lawyer. Ho and the ACLU'a 
lawyer, AA ark Bynch, who represented no on appeal, tove copies* Tho lawyer is ^im 
besar, whose office plione is >95-1921. Synch's phone is 544-9380* I'll be astounded if 
from tlieir considerable experience they do not confirm, at least in most cases, tiiat 
the government's lawyera know exactly what they are talking about, are aware of its 
significance, do what tliey do regardless, and have a long record of getting away 
with wrongdoing, which encourages tlio practise* I suggest that this is an even more 
important story* I regard this kind of misconduct as the deepest subversion* 
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
